“This 
is a true champion.” 

More history was made 
by defending Big Airgold 
medallist Colton Satterfield, 
who landed a progressive 
double flairon the 
quarterpipe, the first ever. 


Australia finished second 
overall with three golds, two 
silvers and a bronze — with 
one of the majors going to 
Kyle Baldock, who posted 
a 90 on his final BMX Dirt run 
and jumped from third to first. 

Ourfinal maximum was in 
the new Moto X Best Whip 
category, where Jarryd 
McNeil took 59 per cent of 
the fan vote. Those Texans 
sure love the Aussies! 



Former FI racer Scott 
Speed took his third 
RallyCross gold despite 
his vehicle losing car parts 
as he crossed the line. 

And Thomas Pages 
replicated his bike flip from 
Madrid’s 2014 X-Fighters 
to take gold in the Moto X 
QuarterPipe, beating Aussie 
Josh Sheehan, who placed 
third.

□ Six 18-hour days, 
about 1000 litres 
of paint, and a whopping 
$26,000: that’s what a group 
of eight American activists 
had to go through to pull off 
a record-setting bit of graffiti 
that stretches for 914 metres 
in the Californian desert. 

Reading “This land was our 
land”, it was painted onto an 
abandoned military airstrip 
by the Indecline movement to 
raise awareness about land 


ownership and saving the 
environment. And yes, like 
The Footy Show’s Darryl 
Brohman, it should be large 
enough to be visible on 
Google Earth. 

Unlike other huge murals in 
places like Dubai, this one was 
done completely illegally, as 
the land is still owned by the 
US government. That meant 
the vandals had to keep 
themselves camouflaged 
while they worked, especially 


when military aircraft 
started circling overhead. 

But that wasn’t their 
only challenge. The group 
— who also produced the 
controversial Bumfights 
series you can find on the 
net — had to make a special 
device using a chain link fence 
to drag the runway clean of 
plants and other crap. Then 
they had to constantly use 
high-powered leaf blowers 
to keep the surface paintable. 


“There’s still a military 
presence out there,” a group 
spokesman told Vice. “That 
was an unexpected problem, 
but the consensus was just to 
keep going.”

Hudson was jailed for life, 
with a minimum non- 
parole period of 35 years. 


■ At about 8.20am 
on June 18, 2007, 
two bystanders in the 
Melbourne CBD tried to 
help a young woman who 
was being attacked by a 
burly blond man. Solicitor 
Brendan Keilar and Dutch 
backpacker Paul de 
Waard had bravely stood 
up to Hells Angel bikie 
Christopher Wayne 
Hudson, who was high 
from a night of alcohol, 
ice and steroids. He had 


Feral scumbag Bilal 
Skaf was sentenced to 
55 years in prison — reduced 
to 32 in 2006 — for leading 
pack rape attacks with up to 
14 Lebanese-Australian 
youths against women just 
before the Sydney Olympics. 
Sentencing judge Justice 
Michael Finnanecalled Skaf 
“a liar, a bully, a coward, 
callousand mean. He is, 
in truth, a menace to any 
civilised society.” He said the 
attacks were like “you hear 
about or read about only in 
the context of wartime 
atrocities”. Just 19 when 
convicted, Skaf quit school 
at 14 and drifted into a life of 
petty crime, before a switch 
flipped in his evil head. The 
revolting rapes he organised 


were against Anglo women 
and teenage girls, some as 
young as 14. One woman was 
raped 25 times over six hours 
in three separate locations, 
during which time she was 
called an “Aussie pig” and 
asked if “Leb cock tasted 
better than Aussie cock”. 
When Skaf ’s fiancee ended 
their relationship shortly 
after he was sentenced, 
he sketched pictures of her 
being raped and murdered. 
He’s never apologised for 
his crimes, and laughed and 
joked at his trial. He was 
bashed by three men in 
April, leaving him with minor 
head injuries, and will be 
eligible for parole in 18 years. 


UNSPEAKABLE 
CRIMES OF 
PETER DUPAS 


Before you read 
on, be comforted to 
know that Dupas is serving 
three life sentences for 
murder. He’s also a 
suspect in three more 
killings in the Melbourne 
area in the ’80s and ’90s. 
This monster was a 
convicted multiple rapist 
when he committed his 
first murder in 1997, taking 
the life of Margaret Maher, 
who’d been stabbed and 
hit with a cinder block. 

A short while later Dupas 
killed Mersina Halvagis 
whileshe visited her 
grandma’s grave in 
Melbourne. She received 
a staggering 87 stab 
wounds. Two years later 
he stabbed and raped 


Nicole Patterson. As 
horrific as all this is, what 
became known as Dupas’s 
trademark adds an extra 
facet of terror to his 
crimes: he cut off one 
or both of his first two 
victims’ breasts. Described 
as a “frightened boy” in a 
man’s body while in jail, he 
has tried to commit suicide 
several times on the inside. 






Twisted bastard Bevan 
Spencer von Einem — 
and accomplices unknown 
— snatched Richard Kelvin, 
15, off an Adelaide street 
60m from his home in 1983. 
Kelvin wouldn’t be seen alive 
again; von Einem kept him 
locked up for five weeks 
during which time he was 
repeatedly drugged, 
tortured and raped before 
being killed and his body 
dumped. The autopsy 
revealed the boy had likely 
died from massive internal 
injuries caused by a blunt 
object, such as a beer bottle, 
being forced into his rectum. 
There was also massive 
bruising on his head and 
back. Von Einem was 
sentenced to life for Kelvin’s 
murder, with an eventual 
non-parole of 36 years, a 
then South Australian record. 
He was also a suspect in the 
murders of fourotheryoung 
men from 1979-’82, and was 
re-arrested for two of them. 
The charges were dropped 
after legal wrangling. 


On February 2, 1986, 
five men from west 
Sydney committed a crime 
that still fills people with rage 
today. Michael, Gary and Les 
Murphy, together with John 
Travers and Michael Murdoch, 
raped and murdered beauty 
queen and nurse Anita 
Cobby in circumstances so 
monstrous that the hardened 
police who worked her case 


! were left gutted by what she 
went through. The 26-year- 
I old was savagely beaten 
, and left with multiple broken 
: bones and dislocations 
I before her throat was slit. 

I “What she went through... 

I no-one deserved to die like 
I this,” said retired chief 
I inspector Gary Raymond, 

1 who investigated her death. 
“Those men had no excuse 


for the brutal way they 
treated her. They showed her 
no mercy.” When the killers 
, werearrested there was an 
explosion of anger from the 
western Sydney community, 
which was badly shaken by 
the crime. All five were 
sentenced to life in prison 
with no chance of ever being 
released. Many believed they 
deserved far, far worse. 


AUSTRALIA'S OWN HANNIBAL 
"THE CANNIBAL" LECTER 


In 2006 convicted 
killer Katherine 
Knight appealed the length 
of her sentence, arguing 
that she hadn’t committed 
the worst category of 
murder and didn’t deserve 
to be jailed for life. She lost, 
which isn’t surprising 
considering shestabbed 
her partner 37 times, 
skinned him, beheaded 
him and cooked parts of his 
body. The former abattoir 
worker from the Hunter 
Valley in NSW hung John 
Price’s skin from a hook 
in their lounge room after 
slaying him, boiled his head 
in a pot and baked pieces of 
his buttocks with the aim of 


serving them to Price’s 
adult children with 
. vegetables and gravy. She 
even set the table and left 
shocking handwritten notes 
for them beside their 
placemats. Obsessed with 
knives — with which she was 
very skilled — Knight had 
a long history of violent 
behaviour, including 
\ holding a family hostage 
I at knifepoint in a servo and 
: slitting the throat of a lover’s 
^ puppy. Her killing of Price 
* was so grotesque that the 
details were withheld by 
; many media outlets at the 
j time, and she became the 
I first Aussie woman to be 
' given life without parole. 
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In a town 400knn north 
of Perth one February 
day in 1993, farm hand 
William Patrick Mitchell, 24, 
spent his time getting high 
on weed, grog and goey. He 
then tooled up with an axe 
and headed to the house of 
a woman, Karen MacKenzie, 
31, who’d recently rejected 
him. Herl6-year-old son 
Daniel was hacked down first 


when Mitchell arrived there. 
Next was Karen, asleep in the 
lounge room. He killed her 
with an axe, then raped her 
dead body. Somehow 
Karen’s daughters, Amara, 
seven, and Katrina, five, slept 
through theslaughter in 
different bedrooms. Mitchell 
then murdered them in 
circumstances so horrific the 
judge ruled they should never 


be made public. All that’s 
known is Mitchell pleaded 
guilty to one charge of 
sexually assaulting Amara. 
Mitchell was arrested five 
weeks after the shocking 
murders, and sentenced 
to four consecutive life 
sentences, with a 20-year 
non-parole period. In 2013, 
he was refused parole. His 
case will be reviewed in 2016.

The 
fire left tell-tale evidence 
which led police to arrest 
Lewis and Rose, uncovering 
three other murders he was 
responsible for. He has five

■ Mass poisoner 
Caroline Grills, 
known as Aunt Thally, 
liked giving tea and 
cakes to her relatives, 
with a side order of 
poison. She was only 
rumbled when the son- 
in-law of one victim 
watched Grills tip 
something into his cup. 
He switched it, and 
police confirmed it was 
deadly. Symptoms of 
thallium poisoning 
include loss of hair, 
nervous disorders, 
blindness and eventual 
death. Grills was 
arrested in 1953 while a 
bizarre wave of thallium 
poisoning swept 
Sydney — 46 cases with 
lOdeaths — and was 
charged with four 
murders and one 
attempted murder, all 
but one her in-laws. She 
was sentenced to death 
after a prosecutor 
called her “a killer who 
poisoned for sport”. 

Her sentence was 
commuted, but she 
died in prison in 1960. 


Just last month 
the man widely 
regarded as one of 
Australia’s first serial 
killers died without ever 
being released from jail. 
William “The Mutilator” 
MacDonald was the 
oldest and longest- 
serving prisoner in NSW 
when he passed away, 
serving 52 years for the 
murders of four men in 
Sydney back in 1961 and 
1962. All of them were 
homeless, and MacDonald 
earned his grotesque 
nickname by cutting off 
their wedding tackle with a 
hunting knife. His killing spree 
threw the vagrants of Sydney 
into a panic, and he kept the 
parts of one of his victims in a 
bag that he later threw off the 
Harbour Bridge. When the 
details of his rampage were

- members reportedly fainted.

Three men were 
behind the infamous 
killings of 12 people in the 
1990s, with remains of eight 
partially dissolved in acid in 
barrels in a disused bank 
vault in Snowtown, SA. The 
ringleader was John Bunting, 
who had a psychopathic 
hatred of gay men and 
paedophiles. As a kid, he 
enjoyed burning insects 
in acid. He exercised a 
mesmeric power over 
Robert Wagnerand James 
Vlassakis, who helped 
Bunting with the torture — 
items like pincers, pliers and 
clamps were used during 
lengthy sessions — and 
murderof his victims. The 
group often targeted people 
who couldn’t fight back, and 


stole their social security 
benefits. They murdered 
people who’d helped them 
kill, who’d molested them, 
who’d pissed them off, 
cutting off body parts so 
the corpses would fit in the 
barrels. Frederick Brooks had 
a burning sparkler jammed 
down his dick-eye and his 
nose and ears burnt with 
cigarettes. They 
dismembered, cooked and 
ate their last victim, David 
Johnson. Bunting and 
Wagner were convicted 
of 11 and 10 murders 
respectively and sentenced 
to cumulative life sentences 
for each charge. Bunting’s

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After spending almost his entire 
working life serving in Bosnia, Kosovo, 
Iraq and Afghanistan, sergeant Craig 
Harrison of Her Majesty’s Household 
Cavalry saw his world flipped upside 
down when he claimed the longest- 
ever sniper kill. This is his story... 


THE TARGETS 


K ello, Craig. Is being 

a sniper the toughest 
role in the military? 

I wouldn’t say that, but 
it is one of the most vital 
positions. If you have a sniper 
at your disposal you can hold 
up an entire army with your 
precision shooting. You’re the 
one taking out key personnel 
and signalmen, and you’re 
there to cause panic by taking 
out the guy sitting eating his 
food; that causes mayhem. 
Asnipercancausea hell 
of a lot of damage! 

Exactly how personal is 
a sniper’s kill? 

You’re looking through a 
high-powered scope that can 
magnify a target by up to 50 


I was sniping from a multi- 
storey building as they fired 
RPGs at our oil tankers just 
below. Luckily for us they 
failed to arm the grenades 
properly, so they didn’t 
detonate. 

As a sniper, how did 
you turn the tide of war? 

Most probably on the day of 
my longest kill. I’d led my men 
into what turned out to be a 
killing zone. It was a complete 
stalemate! The Taliban had a 
scout marshalling theirtroops, 
who we could hear on the 
radio. They flooded the field 
we were crossing, leaving us 
stranded, so I managed to 
ward off the scout with nine 
missed shots. But then the

times. It’s like looking at 
someone from across a table 
— but I’m sitting in a hide600 
metres away. I know the colour 
of their hair, their eyes and 
what they’ve been doing for 
the last few hours of their life. 
As a sniper we’re there to 
gather as much information as 
possible before we get the call 
to pull the trigger. 

Did you ever find yourself 
in any particularly sticky 
situations? 

We were stationed in an 
outpost in Iraq. It was basically 
10 minutes’ walkfrom our 
main base at Basra Palace, 
but it would take us two-and- 
a-half hours to drive as the 
insurgents were smashing us 
from every angle. At night the 
gates of hell would open, and 
bullets rained down on us. 


nomads cleared off, 
leaving their tents and 
theirfires. I thought I had 
been spotted and was 
expecting to be flanked, 
sol hadtothinkquickly. 

How did you pull off 
your longest kill? 

Expecting an incoming attack 
any minute, my spotter and 
I frantically scanned the 
landscape, looking for 
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hostiles. I came across two 
Taliban soldiers taking up 
position on a belt-fed 
machine gun. I knew my 
calculations from my last 
shots and proceeded to 
fire. My first shot missed so 
I readjusted my sights and 
fired again. This time it was a 
hit! I then fired on the second 
target, quickly bolted the gun 
and fired again. I had two 
bullets in the air about three 
seconds apart. The first 
missed, but the second hit. 

' I had picked them off from 
I about 2500 metres out. 

And that made you 
a target for al-Qaeda... 

I My story was leaked to the 
I press and the lads and me 
i were interviewed after our 
medal parade.

army we are always taught 
about the “what if” factor. 

The police are still aware of the 
situation and that helps make 
it more comfortable. But we 
still have to watch what we 
do. One minute you could 
be opening a door and the 
next minute you’re gone. 

Have you got any battle 
scars as a memento? 

A few. I went into a firefight 
where my wagon was shot 
around 136 times. I was hit 
in the helmet and the round 
went right through the top 
and luckily missed my head. 

It left me knocked out for 20 
seconds and when I came 
around I was hit through my 
body armour. That bullet 
exited out of my side. My 
driver at the time saved me, 
because I would have fallen 
out the door if he hadn’t 
dragged me back in. I spent 
a day in a field ambulance 
as we were so far forward, 
suffering from concussion, 
whiplash and vomiting. I had 
to tell the doctor I was fine 
as I wanted to get back 
to the lads in the fight. 

What was your worst 
experience? 

I spent our time in Kosovo 
digging up mass graves. We 
were completely helpless. 

As we patrolled at the border 
near Pristina the Serbs were 
shooting at us all the time but 
we weren’t allowed to shoot 
back. We got absolutely 
smashed in Kosovo.
